Conductors, e-nginemon, train dis¬ 
patchers and other designated em¬ 
ployees, as well as operating offi¬ 
cers, write t,he complete and long¬ 
est test. Trainmen and firemen 
write a condensed version, and 
there are also separate exams for 
telegraphers, section foremen and 
signalmen, etc. 

Up to now, each Canadian rail¬ 
way has operated under its own 
set of rules, hut the new rule book 
'-ill inva nthat a man will only 
have to qualify once to work on 
any railway that operates under 
Ihe new code. 

But more than that, the new 
rule book Is another forward step 
In Canadian railroading progivs> 
and aims at even higher safety re¬ 
cord in operating the nation’s rail¬ 
ways.

Learning By Experience 

Back in 1945 the Socialists took office in Britain 
as the result of a long campaign of explaining to the 
public that profits were the real trouble with our sys¬ 
tem of society: that, if profits were reduced and wag¬ 
es increased, then all would be well. In fact, at the 
time, the Socialists did not seem to have any under¬ 
standing of the value of profits to anyone except cap¬ 
italists. 

Now, the British Labor Party has published a 
little pamphlet called “This Cost of Living Business”, 
in which there is quite a different attitude It turns 
out that profits are necessary. Corporations get out 
of their profits the money which they need to expand 
and re-equip their business. 

If there were no profits, then the money for this 
purpose would have to be found from some other 
source. The pamphlet- does not mention it, but the on¬ 
ly other source would be taxation. 

In addition, what profits are left after this pro¬ 
cess, to be distributed to shareholders, are too small 
a part of the cost of any item to make much differ¬ 
ence in prices. “Even if profits were eliminated alto- 
. gether, there would still be a cost of living problem." 

This is the voice of experience. Perhaps the Bri¬ 
tish Socialists ar still Socialist in theory but they at 
least have learnt something about Jiow the world of

They 
continue to argue that it is profits and not wages 
which cause prices to be high, but the British Social¬ 
ists, after six years of experience, feel differently 
about it. —C.W.N.A.

GROWTH OF CANADA'-,

Canada's population has more 
than doubled since the beginning 
o;' the centui/. and has increased 
livefold in the last lilt) years. 
When the count of the Ninth De¬ 
cennial Census, to be laken in 
June, becomes available, it isex<- 
peeled that Canada's population 
will exceed 14,000,000 and it may 
possibly do so by a margin ol 
500,000 persons. 

The population in 1951 of the 
nine older provinces will be ap¬ 
proximately 1.7,740,000. A century 
ago.it was 2 130.000, and in 1901 it 
w as 5,371,O'>0. Newfoundland's pop¬ 
ulation--to be counted in a Cana¬ 
da-wide census for the first time 
in 1951 has been tentatively esti¬ 
mated at 350,t)00. At the turn ot 
the century' the population of 
Newfoundland was 221,000. 

The largest rate of increase In 


Canada's population took place 
during j the 'decade 1901-11, when 
there was a rise of about one- 
third. But j the largest absolute 
gain w ill IK.* in the period 1941-51, • 
when it is expee ed there will be 
nil increase of .1.250,000 persons, 
without ineluding the population 
of Newfoundland In the first de¬ 
cade of the present century there 
was a phenomenal growth in the 
population of the Prairie Provin- 
c -s. while during the past decade 
tbt largest rale of increase has 
occurred in British Columbia. 

There has been a radical shift in 
tl.e population from rural to ur¬ 
ban areas tn the last half century. 
In the 40 veais between the Cen¬ 
suses of linn and 1911. the urban 
population rose from 37 percent 
to 54 per cent of the total. The 
eity-ward movement has acceler¬ 
ated during and since the war and 
it is estimated that approximately 
(!0 per cent of the population 
■ esident in urban areas.
